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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Ayer et al (5,071,607) disclose an apparatus for forming tablets, comprising a round 
upper punch member and a round lower punch member (13, 33), each punch is connected to a 
collar or a flange (15, 38), which is connected to an upper or lower ram (24, 36); wherein each of 
the punches having concave surface (1 1, 3 1) to form a cavity with a die plate (43); each of the 
punches also includes a piercing means (14, 39) biasing along the length of the punches for 
forming a passageway on the tablets. 

Ayer et al, however, fails to disclose a tablet press comprising an upper carousel and a 
lower carousel attached to a rotary turret wherein each carousel having a plurality of openings, a 
plurality of upper and lower casings each having a central opening and being removably received 
in one of the openings of the carousels, and a plurality of plungers being slidably received for 
reciprocation in the central opening of each of the casings; and wherein the punches have a mold 
recess at a terminal end, and means for reciprocating the upper and lower punches with respect to 
the casings.
